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IRRIGATION and DRAINAGE 


By F. D. 


“ Irrigation and Drainage.” by Dr. 
F. H. King is a highly scientific book 
done into a very readable style by this 
able and learned author, and is pub­ 
lished as a part of its Rural Science 
Series by The MacMillan Company, 66 
Fifth Avenue, New York, N. Y. 
It is 
a handy volume of 492 pages, 
fully 
illustrated and is sold by the publish­ 
ers at $1.75. 


Strange to 
say, the 
function of 
water in the production of crops is 
little understood by the average man. 
This is probably because where the i 
natural rainfall is such as to approxi­ 
mately meet 
the normal needs of 
growing crops little necessity exists 
for such knowledge. But when men un- I 
dertake to produce crops under condi­ 
tions of meagre rainfall, or undertake, 
I through irrigation, to make up by 
artificial means for a lack of natural 
| supply, a knowledge of ihe moisture 
needs of crops and how- best to handle 
the soil and 
the crops so that the 
crops may make the most economical 
use possible of the water 
supply be­ 
comes imperative. 
The application of 
the natural laws and principles gov­ 
erning in these things is what consti- 
tuLeb Scientific 
f a r m i n g as contra­ 
distinguished from haphazard, hit-or- 
miss, main- strength-and-awk wardness 
farming. 
“ Dry Farming’’ is a term 
(more generally 
used in 
semi-arid 
sections) applied to farming where the 
natural rainfall is depended upon in 
contradistinction from 
Irrigation, a 
system of farming where the neces­ 
sary moisture is supplied artificially. 
The principles of moisture conserva­ 
tion 
apply 
under 
both 
systems. 
Drainage is necessary whenever an 
accumulation of excessive moisture 
makes it necessary to remove the 
surplus. 
Too much water is as injur­ 
ious to crops as not enough. 
All of 
these matters are discussed in a very 
able manner in Dr. King’s book. 
From extensive studies in Wiscon­ 
sin, Dr. King concludes that Barley 
requires 464.1 pounds of water 
to 
produce one pound of dry matter; 
Oats, 503.9 
pounds; 
Maize, 
270.9 
pounds; Clover, 576.6 pounds; Peas, 
477.2 
pounds; and 
Potatoes, 
385.1 
pounds. 
This amount 
of water is 
necessary to the production of each 
pound of dry matter produced. 
If the 
natural rainfall does n it supply this it 
must be supplied by irrigation or the 
crops will tail for lack of moisture. 
Tillage merely seeks to make 
the 
most out of the moisture supply; it, 
can not possibly take the place of it 
in crop production. 
We quote now from Dr. King: — 
. 
“ To have become able to apply w ater 
to crops at the right time, in the right 
amounts and in the best manner is to I 
have attained the acme of the art of 
irrigation. 
Unfortunately, it 
is no 
more possible to bear a man to this 
position on the vehicle of language 
than it is a cook to the art of making ! 
the best bread. 
Both arts are found­ 
ed upon the most rigid of laws, which 
may be readily and certainly followed 
when the conditions have been learn­ 
ed. 
But the minutiae of essential de­ 
tails are so extreme that words fail 
utterly to convey them to the mind, 
and they must be perceived through 
the senses, to be grasped with such 
clearness as to lead unerringly to the 
right results. 
There are, 
however, 
general principles underlying the art, 
which may be readily stated, 
and, 
when comprehended, 
place 
one 
in 
pomtion to more quickly grasp the de­ 
tails essential to complete success in 
the application of water to crops. 
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“The fundamental condi­ 
tions which determine the amount of 
water which should be applied at a 
single irrigation are: (I) the capacity 
of the soil and subsoil to store capil­ 
lary water; (2) the depth of the soil 
stratum penetrated by the roots of 
the particular crop; (3) the rate at 
which the soil below the root zone may 
supply water by upward capillarity to 
the roots; and (4) the extent to which 
the soil and subsoil have become dried 
out. 
“On the other hand, the conditions 
which determine the freouency of ir­ 
rigation are: (I) the amount of avail­ 
able moisture which may be stored in 
the soil; 
(2) the rate at which this 
moisture is lost through the crop and 
through the soil; and (3) the degree 
of desiccation of the soil which the 
particular crop will 
tolerate before 
serious interference to growth results. 
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“ Viewed from the stand­ 
point of labor involved in distributing 
water for irrigation, it is evident that 
the fewer the number of irrigations 
the smaller may be the labor involved 
and the lower the cost. Moreover, the 
less often the surface of the soil is wet, 
the smaller will be the loss of water 
by evaporation and by seepage in bring­ 
ing the water to the fields; hence th* 
higher will be the duty of water. 
“ The most general rule which can be 
laid down governing the frequency o 
irrigations and the amount <>t water ti 
be a p p lie d at one time, is to apply a 
much water to the soil which is av iii 
able to th e c r o p as th e crop will t o le r 
ate without suffering in yield or qual 
ity, and then husband thi water wit) 
the most thorough tillage practicable. 
in order to reduce th e number (ti irri 
gallons to the minimum. 
t

“ When water ha.-' been provided fo> 
irrigation aud brought to the field 
where it is to he applied, the steps 
which still remain to be taki n are tai 
the most important of any in the whole 
e n t e r p r i s e , not excepting those oi en 
gineering, however great, which may 
have been necessary in providing a 
water supply which shall be constant, 
ample and moderate in cost; for failure 
in the application of water to the crop 
means utter ruin for all that has gone 
before.
